A Quarrel over a Tin Horn 
Ca'icses a Murder. 


William Rhone was brutally stamped 
to death by Charles Meredith in a quar- 
rel 
near Shippensburg early Friday 
morning. 
About 12 o'clock Thursday 
night the two young taen, aged re- 
pectively 18 and 20 years, were return- 
ing from the house of Charles Cressler 
in Cumberland county, about 2 m«les 
from Shippensburg, a young man who 
has been recently married. 
They had 
been with a party of men and boys who 
had during the evening given Mr. and 
Mrs. Cressler a calithumpian serenade, 
a custom which is prevalent in that end 
of the county. 
Bolh men were the 
best of friends, having b'^en raised to 
gelher at Mainesviile, and, when they 
left the «house, were chatting pleasantly 
about the treat they received from the 
Cressler people. 
They had jtisi cross- 
ed the line into Franklin county, \\hen 
a dispute arose beiween them as to the 
ownership of an old tin horn which 
Rhone had in his possession. 


Th'S dispute lasted fully a quarter of 
an hour, and during it oaths were used 
and some very hard epithets were ap- 
plied to each other. 
At 
this point 
Meredith caught hold of Rhone and, 
striking him in the face choked him. 
Rhone is much smaller than Meredith, 
but managed to break away, and then 
dealt his assailant a blow upon the head 
with the horn. 


He struck again, but Meredith ward- 
ed off the blow, and following Rhone 
up siruck him a tcrriWe blow upon the 
temple with his fist, which knocked 
him down, and he lay senseless upon 
the ground. 
Meredith jumped upon 
the prostrate man and dealt him sever- 
al more blows i^pon the fare and com- 
pleted his punishment by kicking him 
a half dozen times it) the abdomen. 


The fight lasted 
a lew seconds 
and was ended by others who were also 
returning from the serenade. 


Rhone was carried to the house ot 
John Rhone, his father, a mile distant, 
and Dr. James B. Marshall, of Ship- 
pensburg, summoned. 
He arrived just 
in time to see the young man die. 
Meridith is in jail.

The United States Fish Commission 
has assumed control of the Ohio lake 
fish hatcheries and proposes »o propa- 
gate wall-eyed pike or, as they are 
known in Pennsylvania, "Susquehanna 
salmon'* for gratuituous distribution. 
This is a sensible step, as the wall-eyed 
pike is one of the best of our food fishes 
and well adapted to Pennsylvania in- 
land waters. 
It is not so gamey as the 
black bass, but much superior for food 
purposes and grows rapidly to a great 
size. 


The Fish Commissioners, both State 
and National, canrnot do better than 
to make a specialty of the artificial pro- 
pagation of the l^est native food fishes, 
paying less attention than formerly to 
those chiefly remarkable for their game- 
ness. 
In other words the money ap- 
propriated for this purpose should be 
spent in the interest of the general pub- 
lic rather than in that of a few profes- 
sional sportsmen. 


Among this class of fishes the wall- 
eyed pike, pickerel, shad and whitefish 
are the best to be found in Pennsylva- 
nia waters, and they should be propa- 
gated and protected wherever possible.

He says there were four men 
connected with the crime. He acknowl- 
edges that it was his hand that fired 
the shot that killed McClure. He told 
the detectives where the rifle, revolvers 
and satchel used were secreted, and 
they were recovered. Other arrests will 
be made. 


The third official trip of the new 
United States dynamite cruiser Vesuvi- 
us was made over the new government 
course at the Delaware Breakwater Fri- 
day morning. 
The trial was the most 
successful of the three, the vessel at- 
taining a rate of 21.64 knots an hour, 
while the contract calls for but 20 
knots.

araugua being specially handsome, and 
one built for a Brazilian road being de- 
signed to run on a «'rack" rail, the 
grade of the road being as heavy as o'-^e 
foot in three. 
Some of the locomotivea 
built were very large, weighing as much 
as one hundred and fifty thousand lbs. 
each, exclusive of tenders. 
Nearly one 
hundred locomotives were exported to 
Australia, Canada, Central and South 
America. 
The product of the works 
for the year would make a train six and 
a quarter miles long and weighing fifty 
thousand tons. 


A decided falling off is reported in 
the receipts of oysters at Baltimore,and 
good grades sell at 65 and 70 cents per 
bushel. The decrease in receipts is at- 
tributed to the recent activity of the 
Maryland oyster navy in protecting 
the forbidden beds from the ravages of 
the dredgers. These l>eing forced to de- 
pend upon the beds which their previ- 
ous recklessness has si ripped,have found 
it almost impossible to get an adequate 
supply. It is «iaid that <Mt the dredgers 
were allowed to do as they pleased, it 
would only be a few years until oysters 
were as scarce in the Chesapeake as 
buffaloes now are on the prairies.'^

-does not take long, you notice, to clean 
out a carload of wheat. 
In about ten 
minutes from the time the car door is 
thrown open the (ar is empty. 
Five or 
six hundred bushels of grain have gone 
into the pit. 
As fast as it has passed 
in, however, it has been taken out again, 
-carried to the top of the ouilding and 
'deposited in a bin. 
Tho machinery by 
which this operation is conducted con- 
• sifita of an endless belt, 
attached to 
which are long, narrow tin scoops or 
buckets. 
The belt, inclosed in a long 
wooden spout called a leg, extends down 
into the pit and tho buckets catch up 
•the unloaded grain as they pass through 
it, 
A belt in a high elevator will taice 
vup fifty bushels of grain on ono tnj) 
over the pulleys. 


Tho leg terminates at tho top in a box 
-called the head of the elevator, and as 
each bucket passes over the pulley in 
iliis box and starts on its downward 
journey it deposits its contents into a 
.hopptT leading into a large square box 
constructed of scantlini? and with a scale 
standing before it. 
'1 his box, like all 
other receptacles in the elevator, is hop- 
per-bottomed, and while in it tho grain 
is weighed and registration made of its 
weight. 
It is then let out through 
a 
=spout into tho bin for which it is des- 
tined, 
Tho entire main body of tho 
-.elevator is divided into bins—receiving 
bins and shipping bins. 
The receiving 
bins are great square wells, fifty feet or 
imore deep, according to tho height of 
•»the building, and having a 
holding 
capacity of 8000 or 4000 
to 
12,000 
bushels of grain. 
The shipping bins are 
-much smaller. 
The grain comes 
into 
:theso by tho carload, as it is shipped 
-out. 
In shipping tho grain 
passes 
through the elovntor ft second time. 
It 
goes from tho receiving bins into 
the 
pit, is taken up t h r o u ^ the leff, tossed 
over the elevator head into the 
scale 
Jbopper, weighed, spouted into tho ship- 
ping bins, and from tho shipping bins it 
18 gpouted into the cars. 
That's the way 
• n elevator is run. 


The cupola of the elevator—that part 
which looks like a little house built 
upon the top of the main building—is 
«bore all the pins. 
One object in hav- 
ing a cupola it to gain height, so that 
the spouts extended from the elevator 
¿eadi and scale-hoppers may hé placed 
«t an aofile which will permit th« trrain 


to flow freely into tho bins. Here, aa on 
the rccsivinff floor, there is a perfect 
forest of spouts, supporters and beams. 
You will Beo in any elevator you visit a 
machine for cleaning wheat and other 
grains. 
This machine, by a procoss of 
suction and lifting, takes out all light 
foreign substances, such ns grass^ seed, 
wild buckwheat, bits of straw, blighted 
wheat and other odds and ends that will 
got into tho wheat crop- 
The machine 
will not, however, take out cockle. That 
IS usually separated from the wheat after 
it has reached the flour mill. 
Not all the 
wheat that comes into an elevator at a 
a terminal point is put throufrh the clean- 
ing process, .for some of it has already 
been cleaned in tho country. 
A portion 
of tho refuse from the grain which does 
go through the machine is used under 
tho elevator boilers for fuel, and there 
are some elevators that do a great deal 
of cleaning and mixing that collect 
enough of this refuse to keep the fires 
going without the addition of other fuel. 
The seedy portion is usually sold for 
chicken feed or for fattening sheep. 
Jt 
brings from 
to ¡^10 a ton. 
Several of 
the large elevators have what is called 
an annex. 
This is merely a warehouse. 
Where it ia desirable to keep wheat in 
store for a longtime it is cheaper to hold 
it in the annex than 'n the bins of the 
elevator proper. 
Besides it leaves the 
elevator free for current business. 
Tho 
grain is usually spouted to tho 
annex 
from tho elevator, and when the tin e 
comes for shipment is spouted out again. 
—t*SL Paul

once a year. 


On examining a block of

formed part of a Irirge quantity stored 
for more than twelve months at Moores- 
town, N. J,, Profjssor Le'dy found,it 
riddled with air bubbles and drops of 
water.

A CHILD'S LIFE IN IXDIA. 


AN BXISTENOB KOT AT ALIi IJIKB 
THAT o r y DUNG AMERICA. 


Sons of tho Poor Havo Few Games 
and 
Boijln 
Work 
Early — Tho 
Hard Fato of Girls. 


Tho young folks of India, says Th^imas 
Stevens in bun^him^ are a very interest- 
ing study in themselves. 
How different 
is the life led by youthful Hindoos, to 
that led by younj? America! 
If tho Hin- 
doo boy is born of poor and humble 
parents, tillers of the soil, his life is 
more like tho oxistcnce of some domes- 
tic animal than a human bein^. 


During his early youth he is allowed 
to play about, baro-headed and quite 
naked, in tho terrible heat of tho India 
•un, from which he seemed to derive no 
harm. 
His head is shaved, and the 
fierce sun glares down on his shinini* 
pato with a force that would give an 
American baby sunstroke in an instant. 
He delights to roll about in the hot 
dust, and in web weather, to make mud 
pies, build mud bridges, and dam gut- 
ters. 
In tho vicinity of his home is sure 
to be a tank of water, and in this ho 
spendo much of his time wading and 
paddling about. 
In fact, the average 
small boy in an India village is almost 
an amphibian, living in the water very 
nearly as much as on the land. 


He has few games to play, and i o 
toys to speak of, but amuses himself in 
tho way l havo described. 
He grows up 
like a rank young weed, a strange creat- 
ure, brave as a lion in some 
respects, 
and timid ns a hare in others. 


As soon as he gets big enough to do 
anything he is packed ofl every morning 
to take the goats and cows to graze in 
tho jungle. 
These jungles are full of 
venomous snakes and wild 
animals. 
Thousands of little Indian boys are killed 
by tho bites of poisonous reptiles every 
year, and other thousands are killed and 
devoured by wild animals. 
The boys 
gbt so accustomed to all these things 
that they soon become quite fearless of 
the dangers of the jungle. 
They walk 
about quite naked in the long tiger-gruss 
that waves many feet higher than their 
heads, well aware that deadly serpents 
abound, and tigers lurk lor their prey. 
Yet these same youths would very likely 
scuttle oil like labbita if they saw a 
white man coming toward them. 


The life of tho little Indian boy of the 
poor villajio classes is very hard. 
He 
knows nothing of the pleasures, the 
games, tho jolly times of the American 
boy. 
Froni the time of his birth, till he 
is five or six years old, about the only 
dilTercnce between him and a young 
goat is that ho eats cooked food. 
Very 
primitive fare ho gets, too; from one 
week's end to another he tastes nothing 
but milk and coarse, heavy pancakes, 
called chuppaties. 
From this age his 
life is one dreary round of drudgery. 
The little Indian boy is prematurely old- 
fa-hioned. 
All work and no play sub- 
dues boyish spirits, and you see all the 
youngsters of an Indian village squatting 
on the ground in the evening, listening 
intently to the stories of the old men. 


The boys of the larger cities, where 
life is more active and stirring, are a 
little livelier, and the children of well- 
to-do parents fare better, of couri^e. 
I 
have seen some very curious capers cut 
by the swarms of Indian youths in the 
streets of a city, 


¡Sometimes I used to see little toddlers 
with three streaks of red or white pig- 
ment on their forehead, making them 
look very mu h like small clowns with 
painted faces. 
The^e youngsters were 
the children of Bnihmans, 
or priests, 
regaided as more holy than the other 
children, with whom they must not play 
or associate with too closely. 
These 
youths are taught from early infancy to 
believe themselves holier than children 
who are not Brahmans, 
and to keep 
themselves apart as much as possible. 
Therefore, in'the streets, 
you see 
the 
children divided into cliques or casts, 
some groups are all Brahmans with 
painted faces, in other groups are no 
Brahmans at all. 


The boys of wealthy Hindoo parents 
lead quite a dillerent life from the poor 
ones. 
A Hindoo father, if rich, rarely 
refuses anything his boy might wish ^to 
have. 


Many of the sons of rich Hindoos re- 
ceive a lair amount of education these 
days; some are sent away to college, and 
o t W s are taught fit home by private 
tuM-s. 
Of late years, too, tne English 
Government has pncouraged education 
among the mass of the people; schools 
are being established all over the country 
where ambitious youths may learn to be- 
come clerks, accountants and writers. 
Many children of the middle-classes are 
sent by their parents to these schools; 
and it is to be hoped that by and by 
even the children of the poor villages 
will all be able to attend school. 


The life of tho little Hindoo girl is a 
great deal darker than that of 
her 
brother. 
Girl babies are thought very 
little of in India. 
A few years ago 
some of tho high caste Hindoo tribes 
used to strangle all the girl babies, be- 
cause they thought tho sons of other 
tribes were not holy enough to marry 
them should they allow them to grow 
up. 
This cruel custom has been put to 
a stop by the Knglish Government as far 
as possible. 
But many thousands of 
girl-babies are destroyed 
every 
year, 
even now, in secret. 


The little Hindoo girl is married by 
her parents, sometimes before she is a 
year old» 
Little boys and girls are mar- 
ried by their parents long before they 
are old enough to know anything about 
euch things. And stranger still,although 
they may be married when very little 
children, they may never set eyes on each 
other until they are grown up. 


These are curious arrangements from 
our standpoint. 
But the most curious 
things about these marriages, and the 
saddest is that if her husband dies the 
widow is never allowed to marry again. 
There are hundreds of widows in India 
less than five year« old—yeSi thousands 


of them 1 And these poor littlo mîtes of 
girls who havo been married and made 
widows, without their own knowledge 
or consent, havo to remain widows all 
their lives, mourning for husbands whom 
they never saw I

The Electoral Colleges of thirty-eight 


States met in their respective State 
Capitals Monday and voted foi Presi- 
' dent and Yice President. Three cop- 
ies of tie vote of each State were made, 
one of which was sent by special mes- 
senger to the President of the Senate at 
Washington, one to the Judge of the 
United States District Court within the 
jurisdiction of which the State capital j 
is located, and the third was mailed to ' 
the President of the Sen-tie. The re- 
sult of the voting was to elect Benjamin 
Harrison as President and Levi P. 
Morton as Vice President for the term 
of four years from March 4 next. 


While" the electoral vote was cast 


Monday it will not be counted and the 
result declared until Wednesday, Feb. 
13, at i o'clock, when the two houses 
of Congress will assemble in the hall of 
the House of Representatives at Wash- 
ington for that purpose.

"What Goes On Inside a Beehive— 


Tne Queen Bee,

A bee is all business. 
That is a brief 


summary of the remarks made to a 
"Washington Stur reporter by 31r. J. P. 
Miller, a representative of the Bee 
Keepers' Union, who has been in the 
city for the purpose of securing legisla- 
tion to relieve the bees from the neces- 
sity of competing with glucose. Ac- 
cording to Mr. ^iiller, this is a land 
flowing with adulterated milk and bogus 
honey. 
His Union desires to get a law 


enacted requiring men who make honey 
without the help of bees to stamp then- 
wares, so that the bees will not have to 
suffer in repuiatiou for any shortcomings 
in tlieir honey. 


A beehive, Mr. Milter said, offered an 


sxample of a well-organized, well- 
governed community. It is a sort of 
petticoat government.

rigidly lim'ted in its diet, and it has to 
go abroad to collect honey or pollen, or 
stay at home to attend to domestic duties.

It happens sometimes that lower- 
ing or bad M-eather prevents tho oxodus, 
and tho old queen has not got away when 
the new one comes fonh. 
in such case 
there is a dreadful combat between the 
two queens, which does not end till one 
is stretched out in death. 
The queen 
has a sting, but uses it only against a 
presumptuous rival.

after her appearance, following the dic- 
tates of an unvarying instinct, goes 
abroad to seek a mate. 
This is called

The passage inclines steeply down- 
word, descending at an angle from 
twenty to thirty degrees, then turn- 
ing at the depth of two or three foot 
to amoro horizontal position. 
On tho 
surface, a little beyond this entrance, 
is a heap of debris, which consists of 
tho sand taken from the passage. 
A 
few feet in from tho opening, the pns- 
sagG appears to bo closed by looso 
material which was not ojectod from 
the mouth of tho tunnel. 
Although I 
havo been unablo to catch these tor- 
toises at work, I havo succeeded by 
tolerably safe inferences in tracing 
their method of operation. 
When they 
begin tho burrow, thoy endeavor at 
once to penetrate 
downward to tho 
level in which thoy obtain their food. 
At tho outset they manage, by fre- 
quently backing out of the passngo and 
thrusting tho earth behind them in 
their retreat, to clear a considerable 
opening, 
^\\\en they havo advai^^cd 
a few ieet in tho excavation, they 
cease to discharge tho material they 
oxcavatocl in their advance, but thrust 
it behind them, and leave it lying in 
the chamber, which it entirely closes. 
With this storage-room provided, tho 
gophers are able to advance through 
the earth for the distance of some yards; 
but as the earth compacted bj its own 
weight, by 
the pressurie exevcised 
t h r o u g h tho expansion of 
roo^.a and 
tho action of the rain, occupies less 
Bpaco than the same material loosened 
in the progress of tho burrow, they 
Boon become hampered in their move- 
ments. They then turn toward the 
surface and continue tho excavation 
upward until they have »ttainod very 
nearly to the op n air. 
They then use 
the great strength which thoy possess 
to thrust a quantity of tlie burrowed 
material upward until it rises above 
the surface in the form of a cone, and 
by tho space in the burrow thereby 
gained they are able to go a few feet 
further in'^their tortuous line of ad- 
vance, when they must again seek to 
discharge a portion of the earth in the 
manner just described.—Popular
